There she conversed with 
Premier Khrushchev for two- 
and-a-half hours. Khrushchev 
returned the call during his 
history-making American trip 
in 1959.

MRS. ROOSEVELT works 
hard for her favorite "causes." 
particularly the American As­ 
sociation for the United Na­ 
tions and the Democratic Party. 
She is a member of the Demo­ 
cratic Adivsory Council and 
worked hard for Adlai E. 
Stevenson in 1956.

As a citizen and voter, she 
concerns herself actively with 
her community of Hyde Park, 
N.Y.

When she discovered she had 
missed, during the summer, a 
town meeting that defeated the 
school budget, she was quite 
disturbed and went; to work to 
inform herself on all aspect* of 
the local controversy.

After three-score-and fifteen 
years, Eleanor Roosevelt is still 
learning.
